DROWNED AT THE HOOK. 


THE YACHT SARAH CRAIG CAPSIZED WITH 
A PLEASURE PARTY ON BOARD. 


A Terrible Disaster at Sandy Hook During 
Last Night’s Storm-Six Ladies and 
One Gentleman Find Watery Graves— 
Nine Persons Saved—-Two Schooners go 
Down in Jamaica Bay—Damaged by the 
Storm, 


HIGHLANDS, N. J., July 31.—Intelligence has 
been received here that a schooner yacht from 
Philadelphia upset near the Government dock 
at Sandy Hook during the storm last evening. 
Six ladies anda young man were drowned. 
The body of one person was recovered. The 
others are supposed to be in the cabin of the 
yacht. Sevenof the yacht’s party, who were 
found clinging tothe rigging after she-cap- 
sized, were rescued by a tug. 

THE SARAH CRAIG. 

A message from Sandy Hook givesthe fol- 
lowing particulars of the disasterthere. The 
name of the yacht was the Sarah Craig. There 
was a pleasure party on board, bound from 
Seven of the 
party, six ladies and a young man, were 
druwned. Nine men were saved. She cap- 
sized off the point of the Hook.

Hook last night. According to the 
latest reports Six ladies and one young gen- 
tleman were @rowneGd. The schooner-yacht 
was seen off Sandy Hook trying to beat to shore. 
She was sailing almost under bare poles, and 
leaped from wé.ve to wave as the wind struck 
her with a force that was almost phenomenal. 
From Sandy Hook Light-house it was seen 
that several persons were on board. 
Her course was directly for the shore, as 
though it was the intention of her sailing 
master to each. He neared the 
Government ock when a heavy gust 
of wind came and the vessel seemed 
to be entirely lifted from the water. She did 
not right herself quickly — The 
water poured into the cabin and.

Mr. T. M. Stevens, his wife, two 
daughters and afew friends arranged for the 
trip, but Mr. Stevens, who is the man- 
ager of the Union Mutual Aid Associa- 
tion of No. 129 South Seventh = street, 
was unable to get off at the last moment on 
account of an unexpected press of business. 
The party was to have visited Cape May,

The Storm at Rockaway Beach. 


ROCKAWAY BracH, L. I., July 31.—Two un- 
known sloops lying at anchor in Jamaica Bay 
were capsized. No one was aboard of them.

and fhe structure was otherwise damaged.“

THE AN ARCHISTS. 


Spies’ Articles in t? % Arbeiter Zeitung Read 
to the Jury. 


CHICAGO,, July’ 31.—The anarchists resumed 
the wearing of their red boutonnieres this 
morning with the exception of Spies, who dis- 
carded tlie ore proffered him by a female sym- 
pathizer, Tlae defendants, Spies, Schwab, 
Fielden and. Fischer, have colorless faces, 
showing’the evident effect of the trial.

TP e State offered in evidence articles which 
ap) seared in the Arbeiter-Zeitung just prior to 
the May massacre, outlining the violence 
W hich would follow the inauguration of the 
f:ight-hour movement. One of the articles 
declared that no morning should pass without 
the announcement being published that the 
carcass Of a Pinkerton detective had been 
found by the roadside. Under date of Novem- 
ber 27, 1885, a notice was printed announcing 
that armed drills would be held every Sunday 
merning at No. 58 Claybourne avenue to pre- 
pare for the revolution on May 1. Onthe 
samo date the method for fashioning dynamite 
bombs was outlined. In December, 1885, an 
article warned workingmen not to assemble 
on May lunless armed. 


SPIES’ LITERATURE. ' 

In a later article penned by Spies, he 
warned all workingmen to thoroughly arm 
themselves and be prepared to tight the po- 
lice, the Pinkerton detectives and the militia 


on May 1. On January 2 an article was 
printed urging that dynamite bombs 
should be prepared for use against 
these forces. The defense suggested 


that the latter was a communication to the 
paper and that Spies should not be held 
responsible for the suggestion. Other articles 
from the pen of Spies were read and published 
at various times down to May 4, urging 
workingmer to arm and fight the police and 
militia to the death on May 1. The reading of 
an editorial signed by Spies directed against 
a Justice of the Appellate Court and 
— 22 him with death by dynamite, 
owing to his decision in favor of a railway 
company as against an injured employe, 
caused the first wave of merriment among the 
defendants during the forenoon.

CLOSING CONTRACTS. 


The Street Car Men Decide to Test the Cable 
System. 

A meeting of representative street - 
car men was held this morning in tbe Gay 
building to discuss the Terry grip for cable 
cars. There were present Messrs. Maxon, 
Scullin, Maflit, Walsh, Peper and Johnston 
Beggs of Smith, Beggs & Rankin. 
X. Terry, inventor, and W. F. 
Nisbett, part owner of the patent, 


were also present. Another explanation of 
the workings of the grip was given by Mr. 
Terry, anda conclusion was arrived at and 
papers were drawn up and signed. The 
street car. Owners are to furnish the 
money for the experiment, which it is 
estimated will cost from 515,000 to $20,000. 
A fully equipped cable track will be laid in the 
old Exchange square, just east of Smith, Beggs 
& Rankin’s machine shop. It will be 
built with curves, crossings and switches, and 
Will, to all intents and purposes, be a complete 
cable line. The agreement calls for the imme- 
diate construction of the short road. The test 
will be carried on daily, the same as ona 
regular road, during this fall, next winter and 
through the spring. If by that time 
the grip is proved to be able to cross other 
cable lines and will do all also that is claimed 
for it, it will be adopted. The first line to be 
reconstructed will be the Broadway 
line. The Franklin avenue, Olive street 
and Washington avenue will follow 
and so on until the  Seullin lines 
are reached. The Fourth Street, Benton- 
Bellefontaine lines and the Carondelet com- 
pany will doubtless follow if they 
are permitted to do 80 by the 
inventors and the other companies. The 
sentiment among the street car men is 
that a move to give the public means 
of rapid transportation at once will 
best serve their own interests, as it will 
make it more difficult for outsiders 
to obtain valuable franchise. The admitted 
effect of the Cable & Western Line on the 
Washington Avenue Company has stirred the 
street railroad men to take prompt action.

CROPS AND STOCK. 


Heavy and Timely Rains End the Long 
Drouth—Favorable Reports. 


Sr. Paul, Minn. ; July 3i1.—The special crop 
report to the Pioneer Press says the weather 
throughout the Northwest has been superb 
since harvest began. The bulk of the crop 
south of the 46th parallel will be in shock at 
the close of this week. Harvest has begun in 
Southern and Western Minnesota and Dakota 
as far north as the 47th parallel. Wheat cut- 
ting Degan around last Wednesday, and will 
be general along the Northern Pacific early 
next week. With ten days of good weather 
the crop of Minnesota and Dakota will be in 
shock. Harvesting in Northern Iowa 
and Wisconsin ie about over. Reports from 


all sections, particularly in Minnesota since 
Harvesting began, say the damage has been 
overestimated. The crop will be an uneven 
one. In Southern Minnesota the yield is put 
down as W per cent less than last year. In 
the Red River country the erop will be a fair 
average, while further north it will be 20 to 40 

er cent short. Little threshing has been done. 
P. Smith, manager of the Northern Pacific 
Elevater Company at Fargo,says if the Dakota 
crop of 1885 was 28,000,000 the crop of 1886 
should be i6,000,000. . 

CONDITION OF CATTLE.

JOE SHOBEY SHOT IN HIS DOORWAY BY an 
UNKNOWN MAN, 


An Attempted Assassination at Woodstock, 
St. Louis County—The Victim Called Up 
About Midnight by His Assailant — No 
Glew te the Would-Be Murderer 4 
Strange Crime. | 


A mysterious shooting occurred early this 
morning at Woodstock, on the line of the 
Wabash Railroad near Ferguson. The victim 
of the shooting was a colored man named Joe 
Shobey, who is in the employ of Mr, 
Ben McCullough, the paying teller 
at the State Savings Bank. The object of the 
man who fired the shot was clearly murder, 
and although Shobey was not dead at the lat 


est reports his death was expected at 
a late hour this morning. The 
news of the attempted assassination 


was spread quickly by the passengers who 
caime into town on the morning train, and the 
facts so far as could be ascertained from them 
and from Mr. MeCullough himself are about 
as follows: 

At 1:15 o’clock this morning the wife of 
Shobey was awakened by the voice of a man 
outside the house calling her husband by 
name. She awakesed him and ap. 
prised him of the fact and he arose 


and went to the door to inguire the nature of 
the man’s business at so untimely an hour. 


Searcely had he opened the 
door when he saw the flash of 
a shot gun and a second later 
stopped a load of shot with his body, the lea 
taking effect over a large part of its 
surface. Shobey fell in the doorway, 
and his wife, alarmed, hastened to 


his assistance. Mr. McCullough’s residence is 
but a few yards from Shobey’s house, and he, 
aroused by the report of the gun,got up and 
roceeded to his servant’s house where 
e found the man prostrated in the doorway 
and his wife standing over him. The two as- 
sisted the wounded man to his bed, and the 
physician who was called pronounced the 
wounds serious, ii not fatal, 

MR. M'CULLOUGH 

was seen this morning by areporter of the 
POST-DISPATCH, and said that Shobey’s ac- 
tions when questioned as to the cause of the 
attack were as mysterious as the attack 
itself. The man, he said, had no 
enemies in the world, 80 far as 
he knew, and could in no way explain the at- 
tempt upon his life. Diligent search resulted 


in the finding of no traces whatever 
of the midnight Assassin, who leit 
no ciew behind him y which 
he could be traced. Mr. McCullough says 


he put every question he could think of to 
draw Shobey out, but although the latter in- 
sisted upon ing he knew the man who had 
fired upon him and could identify him if nee- 
essary, his answers stopped_at that point and 
further pressure was useless. 

Shobey is a young man of 25 years of age, has 
a good reputation and is of a disposition not 
of the kind to breed enemies of the character 
to attempt sucha dastardly act as that of last 
night. There ig a chance that he may recover 
but his condition at present is a serious one.

MAY MARSHALL. 


The True Story of the Alleged Runaway 
New Orleans Heiress. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

New YorK, July 31.—A letter received from 
the Mother Superior of St. Joseph’s Convent, 
New Orleans, states that May Marshall, the 
young woman whom John Conlin, the hack- 
man, saved from a life of sin, as told in yes- 
terday’s PosT-DISPATCH, applied for and 
received admission to that Convent a 
little over a vear ago under peculiar 


ircumstances. May was found wandering 
‘aimlessly about the streets of Baton Rouge, 
one sultry June night, by a policeman and she 
told him that she was without money or 
friends in astrange city. The officer advised 
her to have recourse to the Sisters of Mercy 
who never refused to succor the unfortunate. 
With her own consent she was conducted to 
this institution in Baton Rouge, and after- 
wards was sent to St. Joseph’s Convent, New 
Orleans. While domciled in the latter placeshe 
stated that her father, T. V. Crossman, was a 
wealthy man in this city and proprietor of the 
Grand Union Hotel. The falsehood was 
soon discovered, and later she admitted 
that her name was May Marshall, that she had 
relatives in the State. For the first few 
months she manifested a disposition to com- 
ply with rules of the convent and was ofa 
soimewhat studious turn of mind. Latterly, 
her conduct became such that the sisters 
could not stand it, and requested her aunt, 
Mrs. Mary Marshall of Carthage, N. Y., to 
send $60 to take her neice home. The money 
was duly forwarded and the girl placed in 
charge ofthe conductor ofthe train, leaving 
New Orleans Saturday night, July 17. The 
ticket cost $32 and the remaining $28 was 
handed to the girl to meet the expenses of her 


trip. The money was squandered on the trip,

will put in appearance to-day and remove her 
from further danger. 

The girl seems to have some abnormal de- 
fectin ber mind. She will prattle away inno- 
cently asachiid one moment, and the next 
talk in the most rational manner of 
her various escapes, professing repent- 
ance at times, and at others 
glorifying in her petty wickedness. She 
seems able to converse intelligently upon al- 
most any topic, and to prevaricate or tell 
the truth with equal facility, looking her in- 
quisitor allthe time full in the eye with an 
earnestness that wholly impresses him with 
her sincerity.

Her father had been en- 
gaged in the dry goods business in St. Louis 
with Mr. J. II. * — and with the exception 
of the difference in location, she averred that 
the remainder of the statement was true. 
Kerns, she said, still conducted business in 
St. Louis and it was from that city she had 
run away with a minstrel troupe, obtaining a 
position as a serio-comic singer.

CITEMENT IN TEXAS. 


Citizens Proffering Their Services to Raise 
Military Companies—Thousands Ready 
to March Into Mexico—Other Cases Com- 
ing to Light—Gen. Palacio’s Views. 


DALLAS, Tex., July 31.—The feeling of 
friendliness which had begun to exist in Texas 
toward Mexico has been reversed by the Cut- 
ting and other outrages recently brought to 
light to one of intense resentment, with 
everybody's voice for war. The young men 
of this and other Texas cities are quietly en- 
rolling themselves for military service, if need 
be, and a similar movement, though to a 
lesser extent, is going on throughout the 
State. The State Adjutant-General is daily 
receiving applications for permission to 


raise volunteer companies, and Capt. 
Sycker of the Adjutant-General’s staff 
states that if required he can have 
10,000 men in motion within thirty days. The 


warlike feeling is intensified bythe recital of 
American citizens of outrages experienced in 
Mexico over which they heretofore were si- 
lent, at the instance of employers who feared 
the erfect of exposure upon their business in 
Mexico. In addition to the case of R. H. Flem- 
ing of this city, who was cast into a dungeon 
without cause, Mr. Seth Gage,a civil engineer, 
has reported that while inthe employ or the 
International Railroad, near Satiilo, he forced 
a lock in the house he had _ rented on 
the strength of which he was arrested on the 
charge of burglary atthe instance of the lo- 
cal Alcalde and cast into a louthseme dun- 
geon. He was admitted to bail the following 
day with the proviso that he should, likea 
ticket-of-leave man, report at the Alealde's 
office morning and evening till his trial came 
ou. Heso reported for ten days, each day 
suffering indignities, after which he was re- 
leased without the form of atrial. Mr. Gage 
is now the Secretary of the Presidio Live Stock 
Association and a very prominent citizen. In 
the event of Cutting being sent to a Mexican 
penitentiary it will be difficult to restrain the 
people of Texas from an irregular invasion of 
Mexico. 


Ger. Palacio’s Views. 


CHICAGO, July 31.—Gen. Vincent Reva Pala- 
cio, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Pleni- 
potentiary from Mexico to Spain and Portu- 
gal, accompanied by his suite, is in the city, 


en route to Spain, via New York and Liver- 
pool. When asked by a reporter what he 
thought of the depredations of the Mexicans 
upon the Rio Grande border he replied. that 
such acts were not approved of by his Govern- 
ment. The border line between the two coun- 
tries always attracted the worst elements in 
the South, and the troubles on the Rio Grande 
were regarded by the Mexican Government 
as conflicts between individuals and bad ones 
at that, and such should not be 
dignified by being regarded as 
worthy of any serious differences 
between the two countries. His people were 
anxious, he said. to have the reciprocity 
treaty between the two countries signed and 
in effect. He believes that his Government 
will be both willing and prepared to grant 
further subsidies to American railway build- 
ers. Inthe past three years the duties re- 
ceived from customs, at EI Paso, had in- 
creased from $300,000 to over $1,000,000,and if 
the increase should continue proportionately, 
the Government would be able to 
grant further subsidies without any dim 
culty whatever. Referring further to the 
border troubles, Gen. Palacio said that the 
utterances of the press upon the south bank of 
the Rio Grande should not be regarded as ex- 
pressing the sentiment of the Mexican press 
and people any more than those of the press 
upcn the north bank ofthe river should be 
held as voicing the opinions of the press of 
Chicago and New York, and the people of the 
United States. The masses of his people have 
already learned that they must look to the 
United States for a natural market for both 
purchase and sale, and“ therefore, the 
most friendly relations between the 
two countries should be sustained, 
It is my opinion, he added, that there 
will never be a war between Mexico and the 
United States. The intelligent and the work 
ing classes of my country will never consent 
to it, evenif there were cause for the same.’’ 
This the General uttered with a marked em- 
phasis. ‘‘Weare too sensible not to see the 
utter ruin which must inevitably result from 
such a proceeding. We have men of iron at 
the head of our Government who desire 
nothing but the good of the country, the dis- 
persion of revolutionists, and its restoration 
to a lasting peace. There have been less rev- 
olutions in Mexico since the advent of Don 
Porfirio Diaz to the Presidential chair than 
ever before, and even now they have been 
narrowed down to the strip of land along the 
Rio Grande, whoseturbulent population it is 
almost impossible to keep within bounds.’’

She Secures a Pail of Water Under Fire 
from a Neighbor.

CHANGEWATER, N. J., July 31.—Sensations 
are happily few and far betweenin this quiet 
little village.

Babcock, 
on the contrary, is credited with Being eu bad 
lot,“ and the report has it that he has been 
involved in scrapes . 
UNBEFITTING A LAW-ABIDING CITIZEN.

with her neighbors Mrs. Vosler has held her 
own. Indeed, when no more dangerous 8 
on than acrimoaious words were used, she 
was more than a match and routed her adver- 
sary. Had Babcock stuck to the wordy war- 
fare Mrs. Vosler would have come off victor!i- 
ous, but against a gun her tongue was power- 
less. 

Victor Costner owns the houses in which the 
rivals live. Some time ago he ran water pipes 
from a spring on the mountain, back of the 
railroad, to the houses. The water was in 
tended forthe use of both families. Babcock 
wanted to pre-empt the water claim, to which 
Mrs. Vosler very naturally objected. This re- 
newed the war more flercely than ever. Mrs. 
Vos ler was determined to get water from the 
pipes whenever she needed it, and Babcock 
was equally determined that she should not. 
The strife grew so warm -that Mrs. Vosier 
found much difticul@y in keeping her house- 
hold supplied with water, and it became 
necessary at times to obtain it under cover of 
darkness. Late Thursday night, Mrs. Vosler 
sent out a skirmishing party in the shape of 
her little boy to see if the coast was clear and 
whatthe chances were for successfully filling 


her pail. Theskirmish line returmed with a 
favorable report and the woman sent her 
daughter out. Babcock saw thé strategic 


moveand met the daugbter at the bone of 
contention. Miss Vosierretreated before the 
enemy until she reached the house. 

Mrs. Vosler was angry. She determined to 
settle the water question then and there, 
Slinging the pail on her arm she marched 
boldiy out, and placing the pail under the 
pipe turned on the stream. As it rattied on 
the tin bottom of the pail Babcock advanced. 

HE CARRIED A GUN.

nen she turned and ran. In the race tothe 
house the woman was fleeter of foot than the 
man, and finding he could not catch her, he 
threw the axe at her as she was entering the 
door.

The woman had retreated, but she was not 
vanquished. That water she was going to 
have, or die. After a few minutes rest she 
returned to the conflict.

She reached it before 
Babcock, who imagined he had wonthe day 
discovered her. Mrs. Vosler filled the pail 
with the disputed water and started for the 
house. Babcock saw her. For the third time 
he opened fire on the plucky woman, and for 
the third time he dropped five shots where 
they would not have to be digested by wert 
one. Mrs. Vosler carried her pail, filled wit 
water, in triumph to the hoyse. A warrant 
was issued for the arrest of Babcock. It has 
not yet been served, as Babcock has disap- 
peared. a

„Won by Waiting is an interesting story, 
though by no means up to the standard of 
Miss Lyall’s earlier effusions. Perhaps it is 
asking too much of a writer to demand a sec- 
ond ‘‘Donovan.’’ The latter is one of those 
books which will leave ita mark on the age, 
and ‘‘We Two,’’ though hardly equal to 
„Donovan either in delineation of cbharac-

ter, power of description or pathos, 
is still a very fine book, the 
work of a master mind. Won 


by Waiting“ has none of these qualifications. 
It is an ordinary story containing a scamped 
and rather burried deseription of the Franeo- 
Prussian war and the subsequent outbreak of 
communism; each ineident touched on and 
passed as though the author were not quite 
sure of her facts. There are no charaeters in 
this book that dwell on the minds of 
readers, and remain with them as valued 
friends through life, as weil sketched char- 
ucters in fiction should do. Everyone who 
bas read ‘‘Donovan’’ will feel that they are 
the better forthe brief acquatntance with the 
hero of that work made and lost within the 
450 pages of Miss Lyall’s first notable novel. 
There will be times in every reader's life when 
their minds will revert with a delicious mix 
ture of pain and pleasure to little Dot and her 
beautiful, pathetic, though agonizing, death; 
while anyone who has made the acy naintance 
of Luke Raeburn, his noble life and heroically 
borne martyrdom for what he believes to be 
the truth, will fee! that by his death they lost 
a friend. a mistaken friend, perhaps, and but 
a dream friend after all, yet still a friend. 

No euch feelings occupy the reader’s mind 
in perusing ‘‘Won by Waiting. It is oneof 
those books which novel-readers will be called 
upon to read, and having taken it up they will 
continue it—no, not quite tothe end, for the 
story ends with the conclusion of chapter 
XXXII., the remaining four chapters being 
very obvious ‘‘padding.’’ The contiritation 
of the story after ite natural termination pro- 
duces an unpleasant effect upon the reader's 
mind, and as they have no bearing whatever 
upon the thread of the tale will very probably 
by ‘‘skipped”’ by experienced novel readers. 
With the exception of the heroine the charac- 
ters, while all fairly well drawn and carefully 
delineated, are uninteresting. There is 
throughout the whole story that fascinating 
sparkie which Miss Lyall knows so well how to 
throw over her tales. From a less gifted 
author we should have pronounced it a fairly 
good novel, From Miss Lyail, knowing her 
capabilities, we cannot but judge ita very 


poor one, 


The story opensin France,in anold castie 
in Auvergne, France, thence it is transferred 
to Paris, and finally toa dean’s residence in 
an old English cathedral town. 

Esperance Bien Atmee, the heroine of the 
story, is u little motheriess French girl, who, 
with her brother, Gaspard, is left fatherless 
by the vicissitudes of the latest French revolu- 
tion. The couple move to England, where 
they live together for some time in poverty, 
until at last Esperance is adopted by 
Dean Collison, her maternal grandfather, who 
was bitterly incensed by his danghter’s 
marriage wtth a Frenchman, and still main- 
tains his displeasure. Esperance isa bright, 
vivacious, exceedingly well drawn little 
French girl, as natural as life, and indeed the 
only character which redeems the story from 
absolute mediocrity. Her devotion to her 


brother and her impatience at the dull, 
„triste“ coldheartedness of her English 
cousin is excellently drawn. After 
dome months of starvation for Gas- 
purd, and misery of all kinds for his 
sister, the Dean secures for Gaspard 


a situation on a Ceylon coffee plantation and 
thus the one happiness of Esperance’s life 18 
taken from her. Shetoils assidaonsiv, how- 
ever, to prepare her brother's outfit and sells 
her beautiful hair, a somewhat hackneyed in- 
cident in novel writing, besides being exceed- 
ingly improbable. Hairdressers in the pres- 
ent day do not, as a rule, fall 
opportunely into raptures at sight 
of a girl’s hair, and give her £5 forthe same 
at the first application. This hairdresser, 
however, did do so. Allthis time Esperance 
has been growing sick and pale and up to the 
time when her iliness becomes an assured 
fact, the reader is led to suppose that it is 
induced entirely by her long continued suffer- 
ings with her cousins and her grief for her 
brother, coupled with overwork in preparing 
his outtls. She is taken fll immediately 
after her brother’s departure with—to.the 
reader’s surprise—typhoid fever, and it is 
only when this is thoroughly established, that 
someones has apparently suggested to the 
author that mental suffering and overwork, 
however long continued, cannot by any pos- 
sibility result in typhoid fever. So a polson- 


ous well is pitehforked into the story in 
nu single sentence, and the reader 
is given to understand that other 


members of the family, all of whom have 
drunk of it, will also be taken ill. They are 
not, however, so that the whole affair has a 
peculiar aspect of improbability. Some En- 
giish critic has suggested thatthe novelists of 
England shall between them employ a bar- 
rister to set them right when knotty points of 


law occur in their novels. It might 
also ~ be suggested e that a phy- 
sician would also be in order. 


liad Miss Lyall ascertained from competent 
authority what the premonitory symptoms of 
typhoid fever really are, she would not have 
provoked the smiles which a perusal of ‘‘Won 
by Waiting!“ will assuredly provoke from 
those experienced in such matters. Esperance 
recovers from her remarkable illness 
and finally marries a young. artist 
named Claude Magnay, who, though a very 
ordinary character, is attractive in some de- 
gree through bis lightheartedness and pleas- 
ant, gentlemanly conduct. The other charac- 
ters in the book are the dean and his daugh- 
ters, all of whom display individuality though 
they are far from pleasant. The last three or 
four chapters are devoted toa wholly irrele- 
vant accident and ite consequences, none of 
which have any connection whatever with the 
story. ;

W. A. THOMPSON DISCUSSES THE UNHAPPY 
LOT OF A THEATRICAL MANAGER. 


A Brief Sketch of a Child Cornetist and a 
Boy Manager—How They Came to the 


Kickers—The Hivalry Between Misses Har- 
vey and Starr—Anonymeus Letters Ze- 
ceived by the Manager. 


V. A. Thompson. 

To took at the debonair W. A. Thompson, 
theatrical manager, Englishman and cornet- 
ist, one would hardly imagine that he achieved 
his success in two hemispheres, through the 
high cultivation and continued exercise of

THE MILITARY. 


The Busch Zouavesin a Tight Place—The 
First and Second Brigades Disbanded. 


The Busch Zouaves are in hot water again. 
This time their misdeeds promise to involve 
them in a serious difficulty with the Adjutant- 
General of the State. It appears that Maj. C. 
D. Comfort, commanding the First Regiment, 
issued an order last week calling-for an inspec- 
tion of the guns used bythe Zoos. Thenext day 
Ordnance Officer Capt. H. H. Hinton inspected 
the arms as directed, and found that out of 
the original list of sixty guns furnished the 
Zouaves by the State twenty were missing and 
unaccounted for. A numberof the guns re- 
maining proved to be in a very bad condition— 
the stocks disfigured and hammers, triggers 
and locks gone, rendering them useless for 
active service. The state of the guns is ex- 
plained by the unusual severity of the Zouave 
drill, but undér the State militia law a com- 


pany is not permitted to drill Zouave or any 
tactics other than Upton’s. 

The twenty missing guns have been 
replaced by other arms obtained from 
other companies. The fraud was 
discovered through the fact that the shop 
numbers of the guns did not run in sequence 
as they should, and did not correspond to the 
numbers ofthe gune as originally issued to 
the 2 

Capt. Hinton’s report created considerable 
stir among the officers of the other companies, 
who criticized the Zouaves nein? a It is 
reported that an attempt is being made to 
hush the matter up for the purpose of 
shielding the Zouaves, but it will be called to 
the attention of Gen. Jamison at an early day 
and a full investigation requested. 

The Zouaves have been yzuiity of disrespect 
to the military authorities of the State in an- 
other direction. It will be remembered that 
Sergt. Gleason of the Zoos was dishonorably 
discharged from the State service at the State 
encampment. Despite this fact, Capt. 
Roemer drilled him in the ranks as part of his 
command at the Armory during the past 
week, and it is said he will take Gleason with 
him to Gaiveston. 

THE BRIGADE DISBANDED. 

Adjt.-Gen. Jamison issued an order yester- 
day disbunding the first and second brigades 
as brigades. Hereaiter the reviments of the 
State will report direct tothe Adjutant-Gen- 
eral at Jefferson City. This restores Lieut.-

Some of Them Glimmered Out and Others 
as Bright as Ever. 


A stroller through the club-house of the 
National League at Jefferson and Cass ave- 
nues can regale his eyesight with a veritable 
feast. The more so should the strolier be one 
of those old-timers who remember the faces 
and the records of the players on the dia- 
mond year after year.

STYLES IN SLIDING. 


The Side and Full Slide—The Old Fash- 
, loned Method. 


Give me a team of great base runners and 
I'll win games without makingahit.’’ This 
sage and very deep remark is credited to 
Harry Wright, tbe clever manager of the 
Philadelphia Base Ball Club and is very prob- 
ably an explanation of some of the rather 
amusing, yet nobler efforts which the Phillies 
have been making this year to add to their 
qualities as a base- running team. That they 
are base runners with a vengeance, or to say 
the least, are trying to be base runners with 
a vengeance is very apparept to any one who 
has watched the Phiilies during their visits 
this season to St. Louis. This was more par- 
ticularly observable on the occasion of their 
first visit here, when they drew large crowds 
atthe Union Park. Crowds who went pur- 
posely to see little Arthur Irwin carry down a 
huge pair of buckskin gloves to Andrews or to 
Fogarty, which ever of the two might happen 
to be stationed at first base, and then to bear 
him yell ‘‘slide!’’ tilt his little throat would 
become a matter of deep concern to those 
about him. 


The old-fashioned method. 


But although he might have furnished an in- 
detinite amount of fun for the boys and put up 
with avast amount of guy ing, little Arthur 
knew what he was about, and knew also that 
he was about it for a purpose, and an excellent 


purpose, too. But when he gets interested in 
the question of base running, and particularly 
of sliding, his attention is attracted 
like the needle to the stone, in, the direc. 
tion of the headquarters on Grand 
avenue, where the boss club are wont to con- 
gregate. There are very few things in the way 
of playing bail in which the Browns do not ex- 
cel, but Im constrained to say that if there is 
any one thing more than another in which 
they do excel, that one thing is base-running. 
I wouldn't care particularly to be accused of 
being an enthusiast on the Browns, but when 
superior merit torces itself on one, one can 
scarcely atford to ignore it altogether. 

It is not only fleetness of foot and a knack of 
diving between the legs of the baseman that 
makes a successful base-runner. It is also 
good judgment, ability to lead the pitcher and 
the catcher on into injudicious plays; the 
faculty of wrasping at u glance complicated 
situations and arguing out the line of play 
necessary to be undergone and taking ad- 
vantage thereof. By way of illustration I can 
think of none better than little Nic and 
Kemmier. The two ure @ trifle antithetical, 
it is true, but the very contrast in 
volves the oint. Nicol is a small 
man, a speedy runner, a good slider 
and an excellent judge. Kemmler is none of 
these. I remember not long ago Kemmler 
ran downtothirdon a caught fly to center 
field. The catch was a difficult one, and the 
fielder had hard work returning it to the dia- 
mond, but it | to third betore Rudolph and 
he was tagged out. He killed two runs and 
lostthe game by his lack of base-running 
qualities. Comiskey gazed at him a moment 
with suppressed rage and then grunted: Don't 
ou run downto third again unless the ball 
s knocked over the fence.’’ This was very 
cruel of Comiskey, for to hold Kemupler re- 
sponsible in anything pertaining to expert 
buse- running would be foolish. No matter; 
Kemmler's place is not among great base- 
runners, and his name was only used to show 
a contrast. 


Little Nic’s side slide. 


Asa slider, little Nic is doubtless without a 
peer in the country. To an old style ball 
layer, one who has grown up with the game, 
ike Joe Start for instance, Nicolis a sad blow. 
To think of a baseman having both of his big 
hands tightaround the ball some seconds be- 
fore the runner arrives at the base, and just as 
he is about to put him out, thereis a leap in 
the air, a whirr, a grating sound, anda white 
face peers up through a cloud of dust asking 
judgment from the umpire. This sort of 
thing is enough to discourage the best of them. 
And it does. When it was first introduced 
there was a loud, long and indignant kick that 
ended in smoke, and the boys kept on sliding 
just the same. Little Nic is an 
artistic siider and goes forward as though 
he were shot out ofa catapult instead of im- 
genes by a motion caused by his own skill. 

ith his right band forward totouch the bag 
at the earliest possible moment, his left tast 
a that side, he skims alongthe earth as 
though it were a sheet of ice instead of a hard, 
sandy soil. Latham, Welch, Robinson and 
Caruthers are all four sliders, and trained in 
the same school with Nicol. Comiskey often 
assays a desperate slide, but as often backs 
down just as he is about to take the leap and 
works his way in with feet.

The less daring, as well as the less effective 
slide is a sort of wedge movement with the 
feet forward and the body at an angle of about 
45 degrees and is altogether indescribable. It 
is not nearly so picturesque as the head slide 
can only used on long throws, 
head-first movement

is in the hands of a man buta few feet distant 
from the basemen. The third slide and the 
most terrible of all is that adopted by the Phil - 
adelphia Club and practised by them this year.

How the Washington Park Book-Makers 
Were Fooled by an Old Horse. 


A Chicago man telegraphs as follows about 
the race in which Jonn Sullivan got away with 
the book-makers: The easy manner in which 
Mr. John H. Fenton got away with a cool 
hundred thousand dollars from the book-men 
at Washington Park a week ago yesterday has 
furnished the theme for prolific conversation 
on the track this week. That there was acol- 


ored man in the wood-shed everybody agrees, 
but just how he operated is the un- 
discovered question. r. Fenton’s story— 
he is, by the by, meres a down-town dealer 
in horse supplies, and hitherto unknown to 
fame—is, to say the least, highly entertain- 
ing. He had some friends. They had lost 
heavily 1 — the turf since the meeting 
opened. They were in despair. Visions of 
bursted pocket-books and blighted reputa- 
tions flitted before their eyes, sleeping and 
waking. A guardian angei directed them 
to Fenton. They obeyed. The 
emptied what little remained in their wal- 
lets upon his desk and implored him, in the 
name of all they held near and dear, to take it 
and restore their waning fortunes. Mr. Fen- 
ton, if be is to be believed, has not employed 
a total ef a hundred dollars in betting pur- 
poses dying his forty years of life. ‘et, 
novice as he was, he was yet, like Barkis, 
‘*willin’.’’ He took the contents of the wal- 
lets and he swore, with his hand resting sol- 
emuly upon the neck of the wooden horse 
that adorns his store, that he would save his 
friends or lose the balance of their available 
assets in the attempt. 

This done, he hied himselfto the park and 
consulted the programme. For the dashofa 
mile and a quarter he selected John Sullivan; 
forthe mile and one-eighth, Punker. Both 
are owned by J. S. Campbell. The fact that 
John Sullivan was an old horse, that he was a 
hundred to one chance on the books, and that 
Leman, who had distanced him the day be- 
fore, was entered for the race, didn’t discon- 
cert him a particle. His horoscope told him 
that John Sullivan would win, and that was 
sufficient. 

Gathering around hima small army of run- 
ners, he supplie@ them with the cash neces- 
sary to bet on his favorite. Then he made a 
bee-line to the telegraph office, and, through 
the medium of cipher messages, instructed a 
number of peuple in Philadelphia, New York, 
Boston and elsewhere to bet on John S. and 
Punka. Doubtless, those who were thus ad- 
vised thought they were dealing witha fool, 
but the outcome showed that Fenton hasa 
very level head and is entitied to the cogno- 
mon of Wizard ofthe Turf. The broken deen 
Sullivan came in ahalflength ahead of Leman, 
Punka defeated Buchanan by a nose. Mr. 
Fenton's friends bagged close on a cool hun- 
dred thousahid, the book makers were dis- 
tracted and the general public mystified. 

Looks queer, doesn’t it? 

„J was sure the horses would win, said 
Fenton yesterday, ‘‘and kept men betting up 
to the last moment. I didn’t beta cent ot my 
own money, but merely consented to do what 
1 = to help my friends out of their bad 
luck.’’ 

All of which the betting fraternity receives 
with afinger laid across the nose and a sug- 
gestive contraction of the left eye. 

A story is told of an innocent-looking, mild- 
mannered young fellow, whose grandmother 
is a pious millionaire, buying a ticket when 
Sullivan was selling at 25 tol. The crowd 
around began to guy him, and the fresh book 
maker, who hails from New Orleans, éntered 
into the spirit of the fun. In quick succes- 
sion he sang out: Thirty for one on Sulli- 
van, forty for one, fifty, sixty, seventy, 
mee vl uinety, one hundred. Each time the 
mild-mannered youth took him at his word, 
untilhe had invested $14. That investment 
netted him $750, and the picture that book- 
maker presented when the tickets were 
handed in was a caution.

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TO DEFEND AMERICA’S CUP. 


Preparations for the Great Race—Criticisms 
of the English Press. 


From the New York Tribune. 

The comparative inactivity in yachting mat- 
ters just now is only the lull before the storm, 
for there isa great deal of jnterest and actual 
préparations being made for the coming in- 
ternational yacht contest in September, for 
the coveted America’s cup. The owners of 
the Puritan, Priscilla, Mayflower and Atlantic 
are bending their nautical efforts, each to 
make his boat superior to the other, in hopes 


of proving superior points in sailing and 
handling, so as to be selected for the honor of 
defending the prize against the English cutter 
Galatea, which is hourly expected to be sighted 
off Marblehead. 

It ig still an open question which is the best 
boat of the four American representative 
sloop 32 but in the end the selection will 
probably narrow down tothe Puritan or-Pris- 
cilla, although many still pin their faith in the 
new yacht Mayflower. The Puritan, the win- 
ner of last year against the Genesta, still 
maintains a degree of superiority. The Pris- 
cilia has undergone various modifications in 
her rig and, sO far as could be 
done, n her model also. She has 
shown that in a moderate breeze she is 
distinctly better than last year, but it is very 
doubtful if she is any better in a seaway. 
Those who have watched the performances of 
the Mayflower cannot dispute that she isa 
boat of no méan pretensions. She was builtto 
retain ail the points of superiority in the Puri- 
tan and the Priscilla, with finer ends, an easier 
entrance and a clearer run. The Atlantic was 
not built with special reference to either of 
‘the other boats, the purpose of the designers 
being to provide the ſustest sloop possible 
under the conditions likely to prevail when
